agencies to arrange the necessary security. Secret Service 
had seen a number of reports of such serious nature concern- 
ing the possibility of harm to candidates for the ,.o.**nat*on 
that no doubt whatsoever existed that extensive security 
precautions were necessary. 

Beginning on August 21 , 1968, the U.S, Secret 
Service "secured" the Amphitheatre and the Inuu elate area. 

By this, he said he meant that a "bomb sweep" was connected 
and all appropriate scare ties made and thereafter, thc- 
Amphi theatre was placed unuer a security guard. 

Security precautions were not only necessary at 
the Amphitncatrc and its immediate vicinity but were neces- 
sary elsewhere in tne city for the purpose of securii.;;

Such division of demonstrators 
crowds would not be considered objectionable by Secret Service* 

With specific reference to the march led by GREGORY 
on Aujp st 20, 1068, Grant Park to 18th and Michigan 
Avenue where the march was halted by police and the 
Illinois National Guard, Mr, HOGGS said that those authorities 
acted with the full support by the Secret Service in halting 
the march at that point. To have allowed that march, which 
obviously contained people hostile to Vice President HUBERT 
U* liUKiPiiUEY who had the night before been nominated for 
President by the Democratic Party, would have been a brwwCh 
of necessary security precautions. Ur. BOGGS said 
concerning the march led by GREGORY that he himself had heard 
GRIGORY speak in Grant Park on August 26, 19Gb, prior to 
the beginning of the march. He heard GREGORY say that he was 
going to his home and was inviting the crowd of demonstrators 
to accompany him. Jlc also heard GREGORY say that when they 
got to GREGORY'S house, those in the crowd who wanted to 
"could go west" to use GREGORY’S words. Mr, BOGGS said 
tnat west from GREGORY’S nouse would obviously nave been in 
the direction of the Amphitheatre where the final cession 
of the DNC was in progress. Such a march to GREGORY'S 
residence or to an area close to the Amphitheatre by the 
demonstrators could not lx.* allowed for security reasons. 

The Secret Service was concerned not only with the necessity 
of protec ting the Amphitheatre itself from possibly hostile 
demonstrators but also was concerned that if the march was 
admitted near the Amphitheatre, tliere would be a number 
of possibly hostile demonstrators in a position to stop 
the Secret Service motorcade, in which the Vice president 
would be traveling. Mr, BOGGS said that even a few 
persons could block a motorcade which when halted is, oX 
course, more vulnerable to attack by anyone wanting to do mo. 

With reference to security arrangements at 
id Hilton Hotel on August 28, 1968, when demonstrate 
*cd in front of the hotel and on other days during. 

Mr. BOGGS said that several candidates for nominati 
wf the Democratic Party were staying at the Conrad KiltM* 

Hotel during the DNC. These candidates included Vice President 
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HUMBERT HUMPHREY, Senator EUGENE MC CAR THY, and Goveri 
LESTER WADDOX of Georgia. Before the convention selected 
Its nominee, all of them were being protected by the 
Secret Service. Obviously, maintenance of proper security 
at the Conrad Hilton Hotel required that the police and 
National Guard prevent that hotel froa being taken over by 
demonstrators. 
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advised that a young girl of 
approximately 22 or 23 years of age named BEVERLY 
BAYSINGER occupied an apartment at 1717 North Hudson. 

She stated she was not certain but thought that she 
was probably attending school. She advised, however, 
that several days before the beginning of the National 
Democratic Convention at Chicago she observed numerous 
individuals whom she concluded were "yippies" entering 
and departing from the BAYSINGER apartment.

In accordance with jour instructions, the following is a 
brief resume concerning the activities of this department end 
interuptions of service on the Chicago Division. 


In view of the possibility of trouble as a result of 
agitators being in the city for the Democratic convention, nec- 
essary precautions were taken by cancelling ell days off for 
personnel of this department end assigning our personnel to 
12-hour shifts beginning August 24* Additional help was ordered 
in from other divisions consisting of 16 men who started 12-hour 
shifts on August 25> 

Routine petrels snd pxstection were maintained until 
August 28} at which time , in view of the rally held &K the BAnd 
Shell in Grant Perk and the subsequent demonstration, most of our 
personnel were assigned between Randolph Street and 18th Street. 
As e result of the demonstrations on this date, it ves neces- 
sary to occupy our radio Chennai Mo. 1 frequency exclusively for 
use of this department due to the numerous incidents. This re- 
sulted in e slow down of switching operations ss the crews who 
normally use this channel ware required to handle by hand sig- 
nals and telspbine. It was also necessary to block our suburban 
bridge at 12th Street which leads from the west side at Michigan 
Avenue of our right of way to the east side at Outer Drive oppo- 
site the band shall in Grant Perk. This was necessary as the 
bridge was not built to withstand the traffic which would have 
used this facility, ss ths City suthoritias bed blocked their 
bridge Just north of ours end wars directing all the public 
to cross our tracks at Balboa Drive to control the mob. IXie 
to this necessary precaution, this resulted in an Inconvenience 
to our passengers as we were not able to determine the passengers 
from those Just desiring access to the bridge. This precaution 
was necessary from 2 p.m. until 11 p.m. that night. 


At about 6 p#m. we received e report that demonstrators 
were throwing stones mad other debris in the Congress Street Yard 

£ . Furthermore, earns of the demonstrators were climbing on 
equipment adjacent to the east well of our Congress Street 
necessitating extra precaution on the pert of our crew in 
|ke area to avoid personal injury, and I had to dispatch person- 
nel to evict these people.
